nuc \ ear out of every eight or ten bo 
devoted to gtowing green crops to be 
plowed uniler to fnimsh the soil with

When it is de- 


cided to do this, something is gamed 
it immediately .after harvesting tho 
crop m the autumn winter rvo is bown 
this will cover the ground before winter 
btU in, nnd thus protect the land, and 
us soon as spimg opens it will bo in a 
cond tion to maki a rapid growth. 
When it gets well up it should be 
plowed under, and thffnmd seqdcd with 
i>lo\fi this being one of the best crops 
to enrich the land with one of the most 
important materials for plant growth, 
both the roots and tops of clover being 
very rich in nitrogen, and as it diaw,s 
all of this indirectly from the air,what- 
ever is plowed in is so much gained to 
tin' -.oil.

CHICAGO, ILL., July 1.—The vicinity '01 


the Western avenue car barns was the 
battle-ground between the street railwaj 
company and Its striking employes this 
morning. By five o'clock a ctowd ol 
lully one thousand men had concentrated 
near tbat point. There were also abool 
two hundred police and Deputy-Sheriffs 
an hand. At C:30 two cars were started 
from the Lake street door, but the crowd 
surrounded them, blocked the wheels 
and hurled stones through the windows 
at tbe Deputy-Sheriffs, aud tie-cars were 
returned to the barn. 


While this was going ou, William Mil- 


ler, a newly employed driver, attempted 
to take a car out on the Westeru Avenue 
Line, when the crowd becan the same 
tactics that It had employed on the Lake 
streetcars. Miller held on to the reins, 
however, but John Hushes, the old dri- 
ver of the car, knocked him senseless by 
a blow on tho head with a paving stone. 
The police charged the crowd and ar- 
rested Hughes, aud this car, too, wcnl 
back to the barn. 


While the crowd was engaged with the 


police three cars were rushed out on tc 
the Madison street line, but only got tc 
llalstcad street, where they were ditched 
by the crowd waiting on the corner. The 
company claims that the police are Insuffi- 
cient. 
The strikers are jubilant. 
No 


cars have gone through up to this hour. 


At twelve o'clock threa cars, with po- 


lice aud deputy sheriffs as the only pas- 
seiners, started from the Western ave- 
nue liani on the Madison street'lme. Th< 
trip down towu, although slow, was with- 
out Interruption, except (or the hooting! 
of crowds at various corners, and on th« 
return 
trip, 
however, 
the 
cars 


were met by

live 
thousand 
at 
Jefferson 
street. 


They followed tbc curs with hoots nnd 
yells to Uulon street. From thence on to 
Hal.sted street the sceue was of the most 
riotous description. The crowd hurled 
beer barrels, bricks, stones, aud all sorts 
of missiles at the cars, smashing the 
windows and nearly wrecking the cnrs. 
Several arrests were made, but the po- 
lice were almost powerless to handle the 
mob. 


During the riot at llalstcad street, 


Mayor Harrison appeared on tho scene 
anfl attempted to restore order. 
He ar- 


rested one rioter who was armed with :i 
pick with his own hands, and held him 
until an officer secured him. The ollicera 
charged the crowd with drawn revolvers. 
One or two shots were flrect, but nobody 
was struck. 


There was no further trouble of a 


serious 
nature until the three 
cars 


reached Center avenue. There the last 
car fell behind and was surrounded by 
toe crowd. The officers were compelled 
to abandon it, and It was thrown from 
the track by the mob and upset In the 
street. 
Skinner, the driver, wns taken 


Into a patrol wagon and his safety thus 
assured. 
The horses were taken 
in 


charge by one of the striking conductors 
und led back to the barn. 


A few minutes later a patrol wagon 


was driven to the scene of the trouble, 
when the upturned car was righted. 
It 


was then fastened to the patrol wagon 
and driven to ttie barn. 
Another patrol 


wagon, lllied with officers, guarding itiq 
tbe rear. The other two succeeded In 
reaching the barn with little difficulty. 


Ou the I!r».lstt';ul street line, four at- 


tempts were made lute lu the afternoon 
to start out cars, but every time a car 
appeared a crowd of seven or eight hun- 
dred, composed mostly of -sailors, iroa 
ore ehovelers ami other hardy sons of 
toil, were in wait! 11.2. 
The 
four cars 


were picked up bodily and thrown on 
their sides. No stones were thrown and 
no firearms drawn. TLocompaov finally 
concluded not to make any more at- 
tempts. 


At three o'clock in the afternoon Mayor 


Harrison was waited upon by Superin- 
tendent Lake, Police Chief Doyle and. 
Sheriff Ilancliett for the pviipose of. hav- 
ing a ihoroush discussion of the situa- 
tion, aiiJ about. Ihe best nieuns to pre- 
serve the pence. 


"Order must, of course, be main- 


tained," said the Mayor, in opening up 
the conference, "but I am not in favor ol 
putting tbc whole resources of tbc city at 
the disposal of the company just for the 
purpose of running a c;ii or two." 


The Mayor was unable to see bow they 


=on!d do anything to protect the com- 
pany's property without Incensing not 
only the striking employes, but the shop 
keepers alonj the different 
lines as 


well. H« plainly intimated that public 
sentiment scemeii to be unquestionably 
In favor of the strikers. The police 
could clear Madison street, thelprinclpal 
scene of trouble, which would cause fur- 
ther complications; or the street car. 
company, to avoid such complications, 
inisht make a concise statement to the 
public, setting forth the reasons for the 
discharge of the sixteen employes,.which 
was considered an umbrage 
by , the 


strikers. Then the public could .judge 
which side to take. 


Everything was comparatively qulel 


last nii:ht, pending a proposition to be 
submitted by the railway ofllc'lala,to the 
Mayor.

A Distressing Case. 


Frof. O. T. Gentleman, having a wife and 


three children, who baa been a resident 
ot Decatur einoe May 26th, when be ar- 
rived here from Virginia on his way to 
Tipton, Mo., is now in custody of the 
officers and will be confined until his 
friends arrive from Virginia to take him 
back home. The Professor is a fine-look- 
ing, well educated man of about 36, and 
until be started west in May was a mem- 
ber ot the faculty at the Leeeburg Mili- 
tary Academy,in Virginia. Throngh'over- 
work—his spare hours were spent in 
keeping a set of books—the Professor 
failed in health and his mind became de- 
throned. He became violent when he ar- 
rived here on the Wabasb, May 26tb, and 
it was deemed best that the family should 
remain in Decatur for a time. They 
commenced housekeeping in a dwelling 
on West Prairie street The family had 
arranged to leave Deoatur to-day for 
Virginia. Last night Secretary Mann, of 
the Y. M. O. A., who had become ac- 
quainted with the Professor, went to the 
house to remain with him. Mrs. Oastle- 
man retired, ea did also the children. 
During the night the Professor became 
very violent, and getting a revolver he 
started toward the room occupied by his 
wife and children, with the avowed in- 
tention of killing them. Mr. Mane, real- 
izing the danger, succeeded in getting 
possession of the revolver, and with the 
aid of neighbors the deranged man was 
kept under restraint until the arrival of 
Oflicers Hewea and Woodbridge, who 
took the Professor to the county jail and 
placed bim in a debtors' room. The 
friends ot the family have been tele- 
graphed to come and take charge ot the 
unfortunate man.

THE'farm-drainage bill, known, as 


the Whiting bill, which passed the 
egislatnre", is too lengthy for publi- 
cation here, bat we give a summary 
of its main features : 
: 


The act consists of seventy-nine 


sections, and, though long, it will 
not occnpy mucb more than half the 
space of the five acts it repeals. 
Though there is much that is new 
and some provisions quite original 
it is as a whole a revision of the sev- 
eral laws it repeals, embodying es- 
pecially the second drainage act of 
187'J and the Torrance act of 1883. 
The features of these two laws are 
preserved, though changed in nearly 
every section to meet the exigencies 
developed by experienca 


This act begins by defining the 


rights of drainage as recently decided 
by the sapreme court, on the owners 
land ; then across the lands of oth- 


9. It then deals with "combined 


drainage," commencipg with the last 
where two persons only are con- 
cerned, and progresses up to special 
districts, reaching into three or more 
townships, like the well known Hick;- 
ory Creek district, in Bureau and 
Henry counties, or the Mason anfl 
Tazewell—the 
former 
embracing 


15,000 acres of land, with a main 
ditch fifteen miles long, and the lat- 
ter 47,000 acres of land, where three 
steam dredge boats are now at work 
redeeming waste lands and adding 
to their value more than $1,000,000. 


This act works through commit; 


sioncrs> and as little as possible 
through courts and juries. 
Eight 


years ago most lawyers confounded 
special assessments with eminent do- 
mains, and insisted that the former, 
like the latter, must be done by a 
jury. 
Senator Whiting challenged 


this doctrine in the formation of the 
acts of 1870, and the courts have 
fully sustained him, as they have 
more recently his position on the 
rights of drainage. 


This Farm Drainage act closes 


with three important sections : 


1. "River districts," for 
the 


straightening, enlarging and clear 
ing of drift from the channels of 
rivers. 


2. "Districts by user," requiring 


parties who own and enjoy ditches 
in common, though not in an organ- 
ized district, to pay their proper pro 
portion to keep them in repair. 


3. "Voluntary districts," to se- 


cure the benefits of tho drainage law 
in its coerci?e feature, of making 
and repairing drains, and the collec- 
tion of the special assessment, or 
taxes, by certain mutual agreements 
of the parties interested. 


A bonding system for borrowing 


money is provided for in this act for 
the larger districts.
